Debt Settlement 

PARTS, Sept. 1.—The French gov- 
ernment, in reply to the recent circu- 
lar note sent out by the Parl of Bal- 
four as acting secretary for foreign 
affairs dealing with an international 
settlement of debts and reparations on 
the basis of a general cancellation of 
inter-allied indebtedness and a reduc 
tion in German reparations, points out 
the necessity of a conference for gen 
eral consideration of war debta at 
which all nations will be represented 
Until such a conference is held 
France, 
warded to the British government, will 
be unable to give definite indication 
to the creditor powers as to the pay- 
ments of the debts she contracted dur- 
ing the wra,

So far the study of criminals has 
been based upon (the observations made of men while serving 
a sentence, but ‘this is open to eriticism, as while in prison no 
person is seen as his true self. The only principle of penology 
worthy of consideration is to find out the reason for a man's 
wrongdoing and endeavor to make it not worth his while to
